The ‘Roster of Revolutionary Soldiers in Georgia", (D.A.R.), “From 
notices. in Georgia newspapers", page 225, mentions Captain David 
Jameson, died Twiggs County, August 30, 1825, age 72 years. 


Mary Jameson drew land in the "Lottery of 1827" as the widow of a 
Revolutionary soldier. At that time she resided in Bosticks' Dis- 
trict of Twiggs County, Georgia. Reference: “Land Lottery of 
Georgia 1827", page 215, by Martha Lou Houston. 
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Samuel Gates was a Revolutionary soldier, serving as Private in 
Capt. Marquis Calmes' Company, 2nd Virginia Regiment. He was born 
in 1753,°in Virginia. Reference: D.A.R. Lineage, Vol. 116, p. 211. 


Samuel Gates (son of Charles Gates who was born 1738) was married 
in Virginia to Mary Rowland, she being the daughter of John Rowland 
and grand-daughter of Michael Rowland of Virginia. The Rowland 
family name is of Norman origin and was brought to England in the 
train of William the Conquerer. Thomas Rowland of Baconstrope, 
England, had son John, who married Scolis Pemberton, and their son 
John Jr. emigrated to America in 1635 on the ship "Dorset'', and 
settled in Virginia. Andrew Rowland was descendant of John Rowland, 
Jr., who was a native of Egham, England. His children were John, 
Michael, and Baldwin. Michael married Elizabeth Hairston. 


Samuel Gates died in 1814 and is buried in Baldwin County, Georgia.

From the following extracts of deeds, it is known that Robert 
Jameson lived in Upson County, at Potato Creek, on the main 
highway between Thomaston and Zebulon, Georgia. 


(Source: Upson County Deed Book "F", page 487): Deed dated 
December 1, 1846, between Robert Jameson and Mathew H. Sandwich, 
Administrators of the Estate of Isaac Cooper, late of Upson 
County, to William Cooper, $408.00 for tract on Potato Creek 
Branch, known as Tan Yard Branch, containing 250 acres described 
as portions of Lots 197, 211 and 212, etc., bounded by lands of 
Robert Jameson and Wm. Franklin. 


(Source: Upson County Deed Book "'F"', page 582): Deed dated 
November 4, 1847, between Edward A. Pearce and Robert Jameson, 
both of Upson County, $2600.00 for Lot 213 in the 10th District 
of Upson County on Potato Creek, on the Publick Road leading 
from Thomason to Zebulon, and lot formerly belonging to Casper 
Howell, deceased, it being the yard in front of mill houses and 
lands now enclosed with the house now occupied by R. F. McAfee 
with the grist and saw mills and pond and all appurtenances 
whatsoever belonging to the same, etc. 


According to the Upson County History, page 614, Robert Jameson 
was a school teacher in 1845, perhaps longer. Also, on page 364, 
he is listed as one of the first members of Shiloh Baptist Church, 
organized October 23, 1847. 


Robert Jameson signed a deed in Upson County, dated October 31, 
1855, and he must huve migrated to Arkansas soon thereafter since 
his name is not found in later deed books. 
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Mrs. Mary Ann (Jameson) Daniel 
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David C. Jameson was a Private in the Civil War, in Company Kk, 
llth Regiment, Georgia Infantry. He enlisted July 3, 1861, at 
Atlanta, Georgia. He contracted tuberculosis, was sent to the 
hospital at Culpeper, Virginia, September 9, 1861, was dis- 
charged on surgeons certificate, January 1862, and died at 
Richmond, Virginia, October 2, 1863. 


Robert Henry Jameson was evidently killed while fighting for 
the Confederacy at Vicksburg, Mississippi, September 11, 1862.
